Preceding the president’s tiaportant 
statement on the cotton control meas- 
ure, at least two other high adminis- 
tration officials have come forward 
with declarations in recent weeks in 
support of changes in administration 
pores previously urged by Governor 

Imadge. 

First, Secretary of Commerce Dan- 
jel C. Roper, in the course of a major 
address delivered in Washington, 
made a strong pronouncement in fa- 
vor of workmen being permitted to 
continue employment without molesta- 
tion in times of labor conflict. His ut- 
terances, reflecting administration 
sanction, was in conformity with the 
action taken by Governor Talmadge 
during the national textile strike when 
national guard forces were organized 
in the state to protect willing work- 
ers from “flying squadrons” activities. 
Mills threatened with closing by the 
squadrons were permitted to remain in 
operation by virtue of the governor's 
counter move. 

Second, Federal Emergency Relief 
Administrator Harry L. Hopkins more 
recently announced an 
change in FERA policy. directing all 
state relief heads to adopt wage 
scales for the future conforming to 
local conditions. Previously the policy 
hag called for a standard wage of 40 
cents per hour for common labor on 
all work relief. projects, irrespective 
of the wage paid by private industry 
in the local community. 

The Georgia executive had insisted 
from the start that wages paid by the 
government on relief projects. should 
not be higher than the local scale, 
pointing out that only in this way 
could labor disturbance and dissatis- 
faction be avoided 

Thus, the administration in three 
separate instances has moved in re- 
cent weeks to order changes in major 
policies which earlier had been criti- 
cized by Governor Talmadge. In each

in various large cities of the United 
States, Atlanta in 1933 Shared with 
Dallas and Lowell, Mass., the de- 


highest diphtheria mortality, in pro- 
portion to population, and also re- 
corded an inexcusable showing in 
deaths from typhoid. 

In commenting upon the typhoid 
report, the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical» Association comments 
that Atlanta shows remarkable im- 
provement, although it still has far 
to go.“ This comment is based on 
the fact that Atlanta recorded the 
second highest mortality from this 
disease in 1932, but was sixth in 
1933. 

To the average resident of this 
city the revelations in these health 
reports will come in the nature of 
a shock. It is the common belief 
that Atlanta is one of the health- 
jest cities in the country—which it 
is from the viewpoint of the total 
amount of sickness annually in re- 
lation to the size of the popula- 
tion—and it is deplorable that the 
city’s record should be marred by 
such an unfortunate position in the 
mortality columns from two dis- 
eases so possible of control. 
Science has provided definite 
methods of insurance against these 
diseases, making possible their com- 
plete eradication.

Chicago has, .re- 
duced its diphtheria death rate from 
117.3 per 100,000 in 1890-94 to 
Kansas City reduced

I regard democratic contro] as fun- 
damental in the success of the cot- 
ton program.

The mayor. who returned to his. of- 
fice Thursday afternoon after attend- 
ing a district meeting of mayors at 
Athens, had championed opening of 
the liquor store to “boost city reve- 
nues at least $500,000 a year, to wipe 
out bootleggers and in the interests 
of re and sobriety.” 

City Conditions Scored. 

“According to available statistics, 
Atlanta is the most lawless city in the 
United States, according to popula- 
tion,” Judge Worrill asserted as he 
scored conditions from the dench. 

“Now, on top of all your bandit 
gangs, youe mayor and some of your 
councilmen propose to flaunt the law 
by opening a liquor store. They pro- 
pose to violate the misdemeanor laws

“It was produced in the 
same experimental plant at Savannah 
in which Dr. Herty recently made 
newsprint from slash and other south- 
ern pine, in the face of the united 
opinion of the experts that it Was im- 
possible. 

The great commercial lure of the 
Dixie trees comes from their fast 
growth. good clothing crop of 
southern pines.can be raised in 10 
years—some experts say even less— 
while the northern trees take uP to 50 
years for.a crop.

SOUGHT: N A. ALU. 


MIAMI, Fla. Dec. .6.—(/)—The 
proposal for a universal and uniform 
amateur rule in sports, launched afte 
er the last Olympics by Avery Brun- 
dage, of Chicago, president of tha 
American Olympic Association and the 
Amateur Athletic Union, likely will 
take definite form within a few weeks, 
Brundage disclosed today on his ar- 
rival to attend the annual convention 
of the A. A. U. 

“The results of a national survey 
of amateur regulations, together with 
the replies to a questionnaire sent te 
all leading amateur sports-governing 
organizations, will be studied by a 
committee of eight leaders represent- 
ing the Olympic association,” said 
Brundage. “This committee will meet 
in New York soon after Christmas 
and take the initiative in seeking te 
reconcile differences or remove incon- 
sistencies for the amateur code. 

“It is time for an earnest effort te 
bring about uniformity and eliminate 
a situation whereby vastly different 
rules govern amateurism in the va- 
rious sports. | 

Amateurs now may take cash prizes, 
in one sport, such as trapshooting, or- 
collect excessive expense money in an- 
other. Player-writing among amateurs 
is permitted in some sports, ta booed 
in others. Some inconsistencies . will 
be ‘difficult to adjust. We hope te 
arrive at the best general rule, by 
means of discussion and sectional 
meetings. If we can apply a new 
and generally accepted code to the 
United States. it is our hope that 
the international Olympic committee 
will co-operate iu making it universal.

W Tigers from the Bayou country. 

t getting to Knoxville is something else. And getting 
out of Knoxville is indeed something else. Going to Knoxville 
one can do well enough. That is if one happens to be a strong- 
souled character and doesn't mind getting a train about the time 
that huzzy, the Rosy-Fingered Dawn, begins to get up on tip- 
toe and peep over the horizon. 


But getting out of Knoxville after the game involves 

an experience which is as shudderingly horrible as pos- 

sible to imagine outside a crime magazine. 

The first train out is at 3:49 in the afternoon and that is 
too early. The game won't be done with. And the next train 
out of Knoxville to Atlanta is at 3:30 in the morning. The 
next one pulls out at 6:10 a. m. Which would involve getting 
up about 5 o’clock in the yawning period. 

Knoxville is the worst city in the world from which

And also at the one which was at 
Southern Cal in 1933. And one at Berkley, Cal., where the 
California Bears reside. But if this Stanford line is greater 
than the Southern Cal line of 1931 then Alabama may get de- 
feated in the Rose Bowl. ’ 

They are saying that Bob Grayson, the All-American 
triple-threat back, is a greater back than any the coast 
has had im a decade. And he may be. There is no 
telling. But the happy custom of the coast boys in put- 
ting considerable optimism in their reports mitigates 
against any real judgment on the matter. 

It is quite possible we have underrated Stanford in this sec- 
tion. But I still cling to the old-fashioned idea that Alabama 
will out-speed them, out-think them and out-pass them. 


A CLOSE-UP OF THE TIDE. 

Alabama’s football team is a clean-cut lot of boys when out 
in their Sunday suits. They fade right into the under-graduate 
student body. Not one bulges forth with that athletic appear- 
ince. 

I I had come to regard Bill Lee and Don Hutson as 
fire-breathing, brimstone boys. In three games before 
my very eyes they had handily annihilated Vanderbilt, 
Georgia Tech and Georgia.

Frank Thomas’ greatest problem at 
Alabama will be the job of keeping 
his undefeated and untied squad men- 
tally and physically on edge during 


when his team meets Stanford in the 
Rose Bowl at Pasadena. 

It is an involved task. Just at 
present the team is in the midst of a 
let-down after storming through its 
entire schedule with only one game in 
which the team had to extend itself. 
This was the Tennessee test. 

“We are all worried about just 
what to do,” said Frank Thomas, “The 
boys are naturally let down after the 
season. They are excited about going 
to California but they haven’t done 
any work. 

NO LENGTHY STOP. 

“We decided against any lengthy 
stop en route. Columbia stopped at 
Tuscon, Arizona, for a week last year. 
We will go right on in, taking a walk 
Saturday night in New Orleans dut- 
ing our four-hour wait there; work- 
ing out at San Antonio and at Tucson 
where we have stops of a few hours 
each. That will be all. We'll drive 
right on in to Pasadena and take 
our work there. We'll try to get into 
condition in California because that’s 
where the game will be played.” 

This was the same policy followed 
by former Alabama teams. The long 
trip west, about 3,000 miles of riding, 
and the marked change in climate, 
effects teams in a very definite man- 
ner. It requires several days for them 
to attain their real condition. 

There are no injuries on the team 
and there will be little scrimmaging 
done. 

Coaches of both teams know rela- 
tively little about each other’s meth- 
ods. Thomas has play-by-play ac- 
counts of Stanford games. He knows 
the general system of the double 
wing-back attack. 

THOMAS SURE OF TEAM. 

Stanford had Alabama scouted in 
the Vanderbilt game, an alumnus and 
former player at Stanford doing the 
job for Tiny Thornhill. This is an 
advantage Alabama will not have. 

“IT feel sure our team will play a 
good game,” said Thomas, “but we will 
have to play our greatest game in or- 
der to win.. I am sure this is a great 
football team. It had to be to go un- 
defeated on the coast this fall.“ 

Meanwhile all is excitement at Tus- 
caloosa and at Birmingham. 

The Crimson Tide will be well ‘‘cov- 
ered” by newspapermen on its trip 
west. Sports editors of the three At- 
lanta papers; of the Birmingham and 
Montgomery papers will accompany 
the team west.
